"(THE PIG IN AGRICULTURE. 


|Moore’s Rural.] 

The pig has recently been spoken of in 
contempt when compared with other domes- 
ticated animals. But if we examine his good 
qualities at all critically, we must award him 
a high place in our agriculture. 

He is found to yield a pound of produce 
from less food than either cattle or sheep, and 
is, therefore, the most economical machine 
to manufacture our corn crop into marketa- 
ble meat. Our people are becoming wiser 
every year, and exporting less proportion- 
ately of the raw material, and more of con- 
densed product. If it takes seven pounds 
of corn on an average to make a pound of 

rk, as it is no doubt the case, the farmer 
mney to see the great economy of export- 
ing one pound of pork, bacon or ham, 
instead of seven pounds of corn. The differ- 
ence in cost of freight makes a fine profit of 
itself; besides, the pound of meat is usually 
worth more than seven pounds of corn in 
the foreign market. The production of pork 
should be encouraged on the further consid- 
eration that it carries off less of the valuable 
constituents of the soil than beef. The fat 
pig contains only three-fourths as much 
mineral matter per hundred weight as the 
steer, and only two-fifths as much nitrogen 

r hundred weight ; and therefore the pro- 
Section of aton of pork on the farm will 
carry off only a little more than half the fer- 
tility am | off by a ton of beef; besides, a 
ton of beef will require nearly fifty per 
centum more to produce it. This gives in 
round numbers the comparative effect of 
producing pork and beef. It is thus evident 
that the pig should be fostered in every way, 
his capabilities studicd and pushed, his dis- 
eases carefully noted and prevented, for he 
is the most profitable meat-producing animal 
on the farm. The pig is an excellent adjunct 
to the dairy, turning all the refuse milk and 
whey into cash. As he is king of our meat 
exports, so let us treat him with great 
eonsideration. 
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where the roots will reach soil that is ordin- 
arily wet, as they will rot in consequenct. 
As a sufficient number of roots for the sup- 
ply of a family occupy but very small space 
they should receive the best sort of dress- 
ing. The ground where they stand should 
be spaded deep and enriched with well rotted 
manure and ashes. The roots should stand 
at least two feet apart, as the leaves when at 
full size will cover and shade considerable 
ground. The ptants should never be allowed 
to ripen seed unless some is wanted for sow- 
ing. As soon as aseed stalk appears it must 
be broken off. Ifit is allowed to remain till 
it is quite large it will exhaust the roots, 
and if it is broken off when it becomes hard 
it will hold water and cause the roots it 
springs from to rot. When the stocks are 
wanted for cooking or drying they shoul be 
severed by twisting or pulling them off. If 
a knife is used for cutting off the leaves, a 
stump is left which will decay and injure the 
root. No leaves should be pulled from the 
plant the season they are set out. They are 
needed to produce a large root for the supply 
of stalks inthe future. At no time during 
the summer should the leaves be pulled to 
such an extent as to injure the condition of 
the plant. If it is considered desirable to 
have very long stalks, remove the head from 
abarrel and place it over the plant very 
early in the spring.

FATTENING SHEEP. 


An Ohio sheep raiser, writing to the Rural 
New. Yorker, says :—“ Sheep picked out for 
the butcher should be fed generously and 
regularly, and upon this point too much 
stress cannot be laid. Care should be taken, 
however, to give the sheep only just enough 
for one meal at each feeding time. If they 
aie given a superabundance of hay they soon 
learn to be particular in selecting the best 
part only, and if there is not mmanet this 
at one feeding time, they will wait hun- 
gry for the next. y own experience 
agrees with that of most successful shee 
owners, that fattening cattle should be fi 
three times a day, though some of my neigh- 
bors think twice often enough. It is also 
very important that the sheep should not be 
allowed to suffer from want of water; nei- 
ther should they lack a supply of salt; for 
although yt pt mma ret ee in 
the winter as in summer, still they will 
thrive better if it ie ted to them at least 
once a week at all seasons.”

Here the dairymen trust the 
factorymen to sell for them, and return to 
them the net proceeds, less commission, and 
as these factorymen are all great cheese deal- 
ers, the result is generally highly favorable. 

In the eastern counties, two systems, 
wholly different are practiced, the “ selling” 
method, and the “ patron plan,” taking the 
place of the commission system of the west- 
ern section. The first is very simple. A 
factogy is built, and the factoryman buys the 
milk, paying a price varying with the mar- 
ket, usually two cents less than Ohio cheese 
is quoted in New York; the price of cheese 
for any month, governing the price of milk 
for the month preceding, that is, July 
cheese, fixes the price of June milk. 
Others contract for the entire season, each 
party running the risk of “ getting bit.” 

The “patron plan” is co-operative; the 
owner of the factory receives the milk, 
makes it up and places it upon the ranges 
and takes care of it until sold, usually receiv- 
ing about one dollar per hundred pounds of 
cheese for his labor. ‘The patrons meet and 
elect one of their number salesman, and 
also an auditor, who does the figuring and 
striking balances. The salesman is empow- 
ered to sell as his judgment may dictate, and 
his bargains are final. This man is the one 
who is commended when a good sale is 
made, and roundly denounced as a “ block- 
head” when some cheese buyer catches him 
napping when there has been a sharp upward 
turn in the market. 

The cheese of eastern Ohio is very largely 
bought up by regular buyers, whose transac- 


tions during a single season reach up into 
the hundreds of thousands, one man often 
buying 50,000 boxes, and as the average 
weight of a box is about forty pounds, the 
mar —— of the season’s purchases may 
be readily estimated. Once this cheese was

d. Danger of infection of our Western 
and Southern stock-ranges. Any day may 
bring about the transference of this disease 
from our infected States to the unaffected 
ranges. The means must be by the ship- 
ment of thoroughbred cattle for the im- 
provement of the herds on these ranges, I 
have known of several such thoroughbred 
herds contracting the infection, and now 
have one such under surveillance. Blood 
gives no immunity. 

e. Infection of these unfenced cattle- 
ranges could never be extirpated. It has 
been the common history in all times and 
climates, on the steppes of Russia, the broad 
lands of Australia, and the interminable 
ranges of South Africa, that wherever this 
infection has reached a great unfenced coun- 
try, it has maintained its hold in spite of all 
measures that could be devised to extirpate 
it. So it will be with us. 

J. Infection of the open stock-ranges 
means infection ofthe whole country. These 
are at the source of the cattle traffic, and 
must diffuse the poison as they distribute 
the stock. All means of public conveyance 
for stock, all public loading-places, feeding 
yards and markets, must suffer as soon as 
the stream which flows through them has 
been polluted at its fountain. 

g- The losses from such a general infec- 
tion must be enormous. England, with her 
40,000,000, has lost over $10,000,000 yearly 
in deaths alone, even though the great cat- 
tle-raising Highlands were anaffected. We, 
with our 100,000,000 head, would lose not 
less than $25,000,000 per annum. But as 
much of the country is unstocked, and as 
our cattle are being doubled every 13 years, 
this tax must Increase rapidly year by year. 
What is worst is, that once incurred it must 
be permanent ; there is then no hope of re-

mh The plague is most fatal in hot cli- 
mates, aud its fatality will, therefore, in- 
crease in the Southern and Western States. 
In Australia it has proved most destructive ; 
in South Africa, the destruction of the entire 
affected herd was the rule (Lindley), and in 
New York, in summer, the cases were all 
acute, and mostly fatal. So it must be in 
the Gulf Coast States, and in the hot sum- 
mers of the Mississippi Valley. In estimat- 
ing our robable future losses, therefore, we 
must allow fora far higher mortality than 
might be deducted from the above compsri- 
son with Great Britain.

Thus, Cincinnatus was fo'- 
lowing his plough when notice was brought 
him that he was chosen dictator. 

“ Now tell me, my friends, could the old 
age of these highly respected patriots, who 
thus employed their latter years in cultivat- 
ing their lands, be justly deemed a state of 
infelicity ? No occupation, in my opinion, is 
more pregnant with happiness or of such 
singular utility to mankind in general as 
that of farming. The writings of Xenophon 
abound with a variety of the most useful 
observations on the subject of agriculture. 
In his treatise entitled ‘ Economies,’ with 
what a flow of eloquence does he break forth 
in its praise, deeming it worthy of a monarch’s 
attention. Asan evidence of which he intro- 
duces Socrates informing his friend Certob- 
ulus that when Lysander of Lacedemon—a 
man of great and eminent virtues—was 
deputed by the confederated States to the 
court of Sardis, with their respective presents 
to the younger Cyrus, that great prince, no 
less distinguished by his genius than by the 
glory of his reign, received him in the most 
gracious ,and, ng other instances 
of affability, conducted him to an enclosure 
laid out with ecnsummate skill and judgment. 
Lysander, struck with the height and regu-
